Proud—and confusing—claims of 
strategic victory from both sides 
made a question mark today of the 
heart of the Spanish civil war, the 
Madrid sector.

from which the highway leads to

Today's program was brief, with

For the remainder of the week 


hey will meet daily in their close-

Most of 
these preliminary decisions will be 
announced next Monday. 


Some time during the week the 


court will visit the white house to

Dr. A. W. Miller, in charge of 
the division which enforces the 
act, said notices had been sent to 
tha two packing companies for a 
hearing in New York city on 


Miller said the notice alleged 
that the packers had "Indulged In 
unfair practices and price discrim- 
inations In the New York dis- 
trict." 


Miller said that In general it 
was charged that the packers had 
obtained 
the 
meat 
business of 


steamship companies because the 
steamship lines hoped to fare bat- 
ter in handling freight for the 
packers. 


A second charge 
alleged that 


the packers "had allowed some 
customers longer time to pay for 
meat than others," Miller said. 


Under routine procedure, Miller 


said, the government would pre- 
sent 
Its evidence at the New 


York hearing before an examiner 
and then the packers would be 
given a chance to answer. When 
the examiner's report was complet- 
ed this also would be furnished 
to the packers for answer and 
possible oral arguments before the 
agriculture secretary. 


Officials said that the secretary 
can then Issue a "cease and de- 
sist" order 
If he finds the 
act, 


which prescribes fair trade prac- 
tices, has been violated.

purposes of a forum or dis- 
cussion group is to take a 
straw vote at the outset c:i 
the question at issue. Such 
a prejudging of the matter 
under consideration throws 
the educational process that 
is supposed to be going on 
entirely out of balance. 


"Is it not equally unde- 


sirable to drench the coun- 
try, while the canvass for 
votes is still in 
progress, 


with information to the ef- 
fect 
that the 
premature 


opinion of the voters ap- 
pears to be thus and so? 
If there is any doubt as to 
the 
deleterious effect of 


this process on efforts to- 
ward geiiuine political edu- 
cation, 
it 
should 
vanish 


when one observes how par- 
ty managers grow jubilant 
or turn pale over the bul- 
letins of the opinion polls. 


"They know very well, 


as Mark Sullivan said a day 
or two ago, that the straw 
votes are 
'indexes which 


not only indicate — but also 
tend to create that which 
they indicate'." 


There is a good deal of 


truth in this point of view. 
Nevertheless indications are 
that the straw-balloting will 
go right on, and we shall 


. have 
more 
of 
it rather 


than less, because it is in- 
teresting and people wel- 
come it as lively, running 
comment on the "political 
game." We regard politics

added market for 50,000 bales of 
cotton annually, if experiments be- 
ing conducted here successfully 
produce a new type bag for sugar 
shipments. 
.Department of agriculture and 
sugar officials are experimenting 
with the substitution of cotton 
containers for the jute bags now 
used to ship approximately 1,000,- 
000 tons of raw sugar annually to 
mainland refining plants. 


Preliminary tests have indicated 
that cotton bags, although trip- 
ling the original cost, eventually 
will prove economical because of 
greaer durability than jute. The 
Hawaiian sugar Industry uses 20,- 
000,000 containers annually, each 
holding 100 pounds of raw sugar.
